Scores  of  British  Columbia  cars  will  run  on  sawdust 
next  Winter— or  sooifrr,  If  the  weatherman  Is  unkind. 

The  latest  automotive  wrinkle  Isn’t  a sawdust-powered 
version  of  the  Stanley  Steamer,  but  a new  kind  of  tire- 
tread. 

A Herald  Street  tire  firm  has  equipped  several  taxicabs 
and  Its  own  trucks  with  a tread  containing  built-in  hard- , 
wood  chips  to  give  traction  on  either  snow  or  glare  ice. 

Known  In  the  United  States  for  some  time,  the  "polar- 
grip’'  recap  came  to  Victoria  for  the  first  time  this  season. 
Just  in  time  to  help  some  vehicles  through  the  long  cold 
spell. 

However,  not  many  of  the  patent  re-tread  jobs  have  yet 
been  sold,  because  not  many  motorists  know  about  their 
existence. 

Motorists  who  have  used  them  say  they  are  good  for  a 
safe  passage  through  two-foot  snow  or  glassy  ice.  Drivers 
tiding  over  sasrdust-iiilaid  tires  need  not  be  cxcesatvely 
brake-shy  In  icy  weather,  because  the  firmer  grip  lauens 
danger  of  skids.  It  also  lessens  danger  of  slipping  sideways. 

Only  drawback  Is  that  they  wear  away  faster,  giving 
only  90.000  to  23.000  miles  Instead  of  28,000. 

Some  users  equip  their  vehicles  with  wood-flecked  tires 
for  Winter  use  only,  putting  the  tires  into  storage  to  save 
wear  when  they  are  not  needc<L

OF  all  the  pro]ect«  concerning  the 
Greater  Victoria  area  In  Ita  hope  for 
better  communicatlona  with  other 
Vancouver  Island  centres  there  ts  none 
that  aasumee  the  tame  Importance  as  the 
suggested  new  entrance  to  the  Island  High- 
way, where  tt  leaves  this  city  to  commence 
its  long  Journey  up  the  east  coast.  For 
some  years  now  motor  traffic  has  visibly 
exceeded  the  capacity  of  the  highway 
where  it  enters  urban  limits.  The  narrow 
section  of  the  route  between  Four-Mile  Hiil 
and  Langford  Lake  has  proved  a dangerous 
and  costly  one  in  all  states  of  the  weather. 
The  hope  that  action  will  be  taken  shortly 
by  the  Province  to  realign  and  Improve  the 
highway  entrance  therefore  is  very  wel 
eome. 

With  the  desire  of  the  Provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  to  keep  the  actual 
site  of  the  relocation  open  until  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  new  right- 


of-way  there  can  be  small  objection.  Ob- 
vtously  It  will  be  up  to  provincial  road  en- 
gineers to  say  where  the  best  results  can 
be  obtained.  What  this  and  every  other, 
community  on  Vancouver  Island  will  be 
interested  in,  however.  Is  that  an  early  start 
will  be  made  to  bring  these  plans  to  fruition. 
The  Provincial  Department  of  Public  Works 
has  done  considerable  work  on  Vancouver 
Island  In  the  last  few  years,  and  an  ade- 
quate gateway  to  the  Island  Highway  will 
be  the  capstone  on  that  program. 

Now  more  than  ever  good  roads  are  es- 
sential to  the  developmefit  of  Vancouver 
Island.  The  move  to  Improve  the  entranoe 
to  the  Island  Highway  Is  the  more  timely 
because  of  the  current  drive  to  have  an  all- 
Canadian  highway  established  across  the 
country  from  sea  to  sea.  Vancouver  Island 
roads  must  be  put  In  shape  to  play  their 
part  in  that.  It  will  be  expected  that  at  the 
coming  session  of  the  Le^slature  this  next 
stage  will  be  undertaken  and  carried  out. 


IStnv  Deal  for  the  Indian  (h'crduc 


Anew  bUl  of  rights  U reported  to  be  in 
the  making  for  the  135.000  Indians  In 
Canada,  to  be  presented  to  the  next 
session  of  the  Federal  Parliament.  It  will 
be  long  .overdue.  No  objective  mind  can 
view  the  treatment  of  the  original  native  of 
this  country  with  comfort.  He  has  been 
ostracized,  set  apart,  regarded  for  decades 
as  a poor  relat^  who  must  be  fed  and 
sheltered  but  who  should  remain  in  the 
background,  outside  the  pale  of  normal 
Canadian  society. 

The  type  of  legislation  that  will  be  Intro- 
duced to  change  the  tenor  of  Indian  life  re- 
mains to  be  seen,  but  It  seems  obvious  that 
the  greatest  stress  must  be  laid  In  the  realm 
of  education.  It  Is  among  the  younger 
generation  of  Indians  that  the  biggest 
change  must  be  effected.  It  Is  too  late  to 
ameliorate  Indian  life  for  elder  members 


beyond  an  improvement  in  their  physical 
welfare.  But  the  hofizons  of  young  Indians 
must  be  broadened,  their  mental  needs 
cared  for.  better  opportunities  afforded 
them  of  so  developing  that  one  day  they 
may  tal:e  their  place  as  equal  citizens  of 
this  nation. 

All  this  cannot  be  done  overnight;  an- 
other decade  or  two  may  pass  before  the 
Indian  is  fully  emancipated  and  conditioned 
to  compete  in  most  respects  with  his  white 
brother,  but  the  process  of  training  should 
be  set  In  motion  at  an  early  date.  Canadians 
have  shown  commendable  eagerness  to 
rehabilitate  other  nationals  uprooted  by 
war;  they  should  turn  their  attention  to 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  wai;^  who  are  on 
their  own  doorstep.  Only  then  will  they 
fully  deserve  the  Inheritance  which  they 
took  from  the  native  Indian  who  has  been 
so  long  neglected. 


Dimations  of  Blood  Save  Human  lAves 


CIVILIAN  blood  donors  In  Victoria  are 
being  urged  by  the  Red  Cross  to  help 
today  In  a new  campaign  to  replenish 
the  seriously  depleted  blood  banks  of  local 
hospitals.  Clinics  for  servlre  personnel 
were  held  at  Royal  Roads  Canadian  Services 
College  and  H.M.C.8.  Naden  earlier  In  the 
week,  and  one  for  civilians  will  be  open  at 
Red  Cross  House.  1046  Fort  Street,  today 
from  1;S0  to  4:30  p.m.  and  from  7 to  0 p.m. 

The  mid-January  campaign  conducted 
by  the  Red  Croes  mobile  clinic  brought  a 
disappointingly  small  response,  donations 
of  blood  being  scarcely  enough  for  dsy-to- 
dsy  needs,  let  alone  to  provide  reserves  In 
the  hospital  blood  banks.  The  banks  have 
long  been  exhausted,  and  several  factors 
have  brought  about  this  serious  situation. 
Accidents  and  seasonal  illnesses  st  the  turn 


of  the  year  put  an  unusually  heavy  drain  on 
the  reserves,  and  since  then  continued  bad 
weather  has  increased  the  demand  for  blood 
in  emergent  ca.ses,  while  at  the  same  time 
limiting  the  mobility  of  the  Red  Cross  clinic. 
Only  a few  days  ago  It  was  necessary  to  send 
out  an  urgent  call  for  donors  to  give  direct 
tran.sfusions  because  the  blood  bank  was 
dry. 

Human  Uvea  often  depend  on  the  avail- 
ability of  blood  and  the  speed  with  which 
It  can  be  administered  to  critically  Ul  or 
Injured  persona.  It  is  for  that  reason  that 
‘Uie  maintenance  of  adequate  reserves  Is  of 
the  utmost  Importance.  Now  that  the  re- 
turn of  mild  weather  has  made  It  possible 
for  people  to  visit  the  clinic  without  diffi- 
culty, It  is  hoped  that  response  at  the  clinic 
today  will  be  sufficient  to  restore  the  blood 
banks  to  a safe  level.

New  YORK.  — Articles  by  Hanson 
Baldwin,  distinguished  military 
expert,  in  the  last  two  numbers  of 
The  Atlantic  Monthly  and  dealing 
with  ths  blunders  of  the  late  war  will 
have  a deflnlte  place  In  history.  They 
have,  of  course,  the  great  advantage 
of  retrospect.  But  on  many  of  the 
points  Baldwin— as  well  as  many  Am- 
ericans—was  insrUculate  it  the  time. 

The  major  wholesale  mistakes  of 
judgment  listed  by  Baldwin,  briefly 
slated,  were: 

DneoixUttonal  surrender. 

The  Invasion  of  Western  Europe, 
rather  than  an  attack  from  the  Medi- 
terranean. 

The  girt  of  Central  Europe,  includ- 
ing Berlin,  to  Russia. 

The  misconceptions  about  Japanese 
strength  and  mUmanagement  of  Phil- 
ippine defence. 

The  granting  to  Russia  of  Asiatic 
advantages. 

The  use  of  the  atomic  bomb. 

* * * 

The  sum  total  of  these  errors  of 
Judgment  has  lost  us  the  advantages 
of  petes  and  has  placed  an  Irrecon- 
cUabls  Russia  astride  the  world.  Some 
of  them  have  terribly  Impaired  our 
moral  Influence  and  have  loaded  us 
with  a burden  of  expense  that  shakes 
the  foundations  of  our  economy 
It  Is  Interesting  to  note  that  most  of 
these  mistakes  were  political  rather 
than  military.  For  most  of  them 
Roosevelt  was  almost  solely  respon- 
sible. And  most  of  them  were  made 
despite  the  strenuous  objections  of 
Churchill  and  the  British. 

Unconditional  surrender  was  prob- 
ably the  greatest  mistake,  and  It  was 
almost  purely  political.  It  lengthened 
the  war.  It  gave  Stalin  a certain 
advantage  in  that  he  always  distin- 
guished between  the  Nazis  and  the 
German  nation  It  Ignored  the  greater 
political  wisdom  of  Wilson  in  the 
Great  War.  It  so  exhausted  the 


British  people  that  they  visited  their 
postwar  wrath  upon  ChurchUi,  who 
now  says  he  accepted  the  idea  from 
Roosevelt  because  he  had  lo.  The 
aftermath  may  once  more  win  a vic- 
tory for  the  Labor  Government.  And 
unconditional  surrender  cost  us  tens 
of  thousands  of  lives  and  bllilons  of 
expense  Because  It  lengthened  the 
war,  It  also  fastened  more  firmly  on 
the  necks  of  Americans  the  Iron  collar 
of  war  regimentation. 

a * a 

There  U deep  Irony  in  thla  combina- 
tion of  ahortslghted,  uninformed  and 
ca;ch-ts-extch-can  political  strategy 
and  the  fine  military  and  industrial 
efficiency  which  characterized  our  war 
effort.  Here  Is  a nation  that  prides 
Itself  oo  Its  political  sophistication. 
It  had  at  Its  head  a great  political 
master.  If  mistakes  were  to  be  made 
by  Roosevelt,  it  might  be  assumed 
that  they  would  have  been  made  In 
military  matters,  in  which  he  was  an 
amateur,  and  in  industry,  of  which 
he  knew  next  to  nothing. 

One  answer  must  be  that,  while  he 
was  content  to  delegate  military  mat- 
King,  Nlmlta,  Marshall,  Elsen- 
hoM^and  Leahy  and  Industrial  mat- 
ters to  American  Industrial  ananage- 
ment;  he  took  international  politics  as 
his  pet  concern.  The  conclusion  must 
be  that  he  was  less  Informed,  far- 
sighted and  skilful  than  he  believed 
himself  to  be 

From  the  time  In  lOtS  when,  with 
no  real  knowledge  of  Europe,  with  no 
advisers  at  hand  and  against  the 
views  of  the  Treasury  and  State  De- 
partment. he  pulled  the  rug  on  the 
London  Economic  Conference.  FDR 
made  hU  vast  International  decisions 
casually,  almost  playfully,  with  111- 
eoncealed  dlAdaln  for  his  State  De- 
partment and  with  only  such  ama- 
teurs as  Harry  Hopkins  at  hand.  In 
this  turn  of  mind  and  by  such  methods 
the  great  war  was  squandered.  Han- 
son Baldwin  has  given  us  the  sped- 
flcatlons.

Wade  was  quoted  by  W B.  Mur- 
phy. spcrial  axent  in  charge  of 
the  Phoenix  P R I.  office,  as  saying 
"When  I came  out  of  the  bank 
at  5 50  am.  the  two  men  were 
standing  at  a bus  stop  They  walked 
up  to  me  and  one  of  them  said: 
ANNOrNCE  STICKI'P 
**Thls  la  a stickup.  Let  us  In 
the  bank ' ^ 

Wade  continued 

"The  two  men  wore  glove*  and 
carried  cloth  saclfs.  They  made 
me  go  liMldf  and  kept  me  covered 
with  automatic  plstoli  until  two 
teller*  arrived  at  about  1 40  am.** 
Wade  and  the  tow  tellers,  Jim 
Wise  and  Tom  Spencer,  were  tied 
hand  and  foot  and  herded  Into  a 
cloaet  after  the  bandits  forced  them 
to  open  the  bank  vaults.

A high-ranking  official  of  the  In- 
diao  affairs'  oranrh  of  the  new  De-  j 
psrtment  of  Cltlaenshlp  tnd  Imml-I 
gratlon  said  It  is  anticipated  the  ex-  < 
pert*  will  complete  their  work  In  ^ 
time  for  the  legislation  lo  be  pre- 
aented  at  the  coming  aeaMon. 

CONTENTS INKNOWN 
But  no  one.  said  the  official,  yet 
knows  what  the  exact  content*  of 
the  leglslatlnn  will  be. 

The  experts  hsve  been  trying  to 
put  Into  legal  form  many  of  the 
recommendations  of  a Joint  oom- 
mitiee  of  the  Senate  and  the  Com- 
mons which  studied  ‘he  plight  of 
the  Indian  In  1840.  1841  and  1848. 
Some  of  the  reconunendatlona  have 
been  acted  upon. 

At  It*  hearings,  the  committee 
heard  suggestions  that  the  Indians 
be  given  full  clUaeiuhip  rights  in- 
cluding the  right  to  vote. 

The  British  Columbia  Oovem- 
ment  last  year  granted  the  franchise 
to  Indians  for  the  first  time  and 
they  voted  at  the  Juie  !5  provln- 
CM  election.  An  Indian,  Prank 
Calder.  was  elected  CCP-  member 
for  Atlln  eonstUuency.
